TRIBUTE TO INSURANCE 
COMPANY, 


In the Court of Appeai yesterday, before 
Lord Justice Ronan, rd Justice O'Connor, 
and Mr, Justice Pim, a settlement was an- 
nounced in the adjourned new trial motion 
appeal brought by the plaintiff in the case of 
Clapperton v. Barnes. ig was an action to 
recover damages for persowal injuries sustained 
in a motor collision neat ‘Dublin. 

Mr. Denning, K.C., for the defendant, said 
that the defendants, who were really the in- 
surance company, thought £260 a fair sum. 
The jury thought £250 a sufficient sum, and 
their Jordships, or some member ef the Court; 
thought that £300 would be a fair sum. The 
Ocean Accident and Guarantee Corporation, 
Ltd., had always acted on the policy of doing 
what was fair, and they had agreed that the 
sum of £260 in court should be paid out to 
the plaintiff, and that within a fortnight a 
further sum of £90 would be paid by the 
defendant to the plaintaff in full discharge of 
all claims by the plaintiff. | 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., for the plaintiff, assented 
to this arrangement, 

Lord Justice Ronam—What about the in- 
teresting question of costs? 

Mr. Denning—Each party abides his costs 
in all the Courts. 

Lord Justice O’Conmor—As the member of 
the Court who threw out the suggestion, I 
must say that in my opinion this insurance 
company has behaved very handsomely in 
this matter. 

Mr. Justice Pim—TI entirely concur. 

Lord Justice Ronan—It is 4 very good thing 
to see an insurance company willing to act 
fairly and justly, although i+ thinks that it 
may have a good technical defence, We will 
put a stay on the action; that is the best way 
to have thé arrangement carried ont.

CASE SETTLED IN COURT, 


Before Mr. Justice Samuels and a city 
common jury, the hearing was opened of an 
action for | damages for personal 
injuries brought by Miss Harriet Hunt, of 
Frenchpark, Co. Roscommon, against Matgaret 
Creaton and Roger Creaton, of Ballaghadereen, 
Co. Roscommon. 

Mr. T. Sullivan, EO. and Mr. T. P. 
McCarthy (instructed by Mr M. A. Farrell) 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Lardner, 
RC. and Mr. W. H. Carson (instructed by 
Mr. Dermot MacDermot) appeared for the 
defendants. ; 

The plaintiff, in her statement of claim, 
alleged that on the 26th January last the 
defendants’ servant, by negligence and reck- 
lessness in the driving and managemént of a 
motor car at Tebohine, Co. Roscommon, col- 
lided with the bicycle which she was riding 
and inflicted severe personal injuries upon her, 
including injury to the spinal column. 

The defendants, in their defence, denied 
negligence or recklessness or that the driver 
of the car was acting as their servant at the 
time. 

After the jury had been sworn, 

Mr. Sullivan, K.C.. said that he was glad 
to say that his lordship and the jury would 
not be troubled with the case, as a settlement 
had been arrived at. He would hand in the 
terms of settlement and ask his lordship to 
make the consent a rule of Court. 

Mr. Justice Samuels said that he was sure, 
from what he had seen of the pleadings, that 
it was a very wise settlement. He discharged 
the jury and received the consent and made it 
a rule of Court. 


CO-CPERATIVE SOCIETY’S 
AFFAIRS. 


In the Chancery Division, before Mr. Justice 
Powell, in the matter of the Irish Co-opera- 
tive Clothing Manufacturing Society, Ltd.,

Dublin. Counsel said that the premises were 
held by the defendants under an agreement 
for letting, dated 27th April, 1917, for the 
term of ten R hei subject to a yearly rent of 
£175, payable half-yearly. Counsel read an 
affidavit by the plaintiff, who stated that the 
defendants had no defence to the actian, and 
that the appearance had been entered solely 
for the purpose of delay. 
Mr. Martin Maguire (instructed by Mr. 
Michael J. O'Farrell), íor the defendants, 
resisted the application, and said that he was 
prepared to lodge in couft 75 per cent. of the 
rent, as provided for in Section 16 of the 
Land Bijl at present passing through Dail 
Eireann. 
The Lord Chief Justice—How can 1 refuse 
final judgment of the Court? 1 can only 
admimster the law as Í find it. 
r. Maguire said tllat the Court was en- 
titled to take judicial notice of the fact that 
legislation was about to oe gy ad and in 
equity the defendants onght not to be deprived 
of the benefit of it. Counsel referred to cor- 
respondence between the plaintiff and the 
Irish Farmers’ Party. On the 7th February 
Mr. Gorey wrote to the plaintiff a letter, in 
which he stated :— 
‘‘T am strongly of opinion that the sugges- 
tion put forward by me during the course of 
the discussion, and agreed to by Mr. Martin 
and Mr. O’Meagher on your behalf— 
namely, that the whole matter should be dealt 
with under the Land Purchase Act, is a fair 
one, and I am recommending the tenants to 
accept it.’’ 
On the 9th February Messrs. O' Meagher 
and Sons, solicitors, wrote to Mr. Gorey a 
letter pointing out that “Mr. and Mrs. 
McNally have a term of four and a half years 
yet to run under their lease, and, provided 
that they pay their rent m accordance with 
the terms of the lease, they cannot, of course, 
be disturbed during that period. The pro- 
posed new Land Purchase Act would, in our 
client’s opinion, be a good basis for a reason- 
able settlement of the matter. As this Act, 
however, seems somewhat remote at present, 
our client naturally cannot tie herself not to 
part with her interest, but, as mentioned by 
you at the interview, this would not interfere 
with the position of Mr. and Mrs. 
McNally. . . We may say that our client 
is desirous of treating the parties concerned 
in a fair and reasonable manner, and, if the 
tenants are anxious to purchase at market 
value, an agreement could be arrived até We 
should be glad to know if it is the intention 
of Mr. and Mrs. McNally to continue to 
refuse to pay rent. Of course, this letter is 
written entirely without prejudice to our 
client’s rights." 

Counsel, continuing, said that his clients 
were substantial farmers in possession of a 
valuable holding near the City of Dublin, and 
as a further test of their bona fides they were 
prepared to lodge in court forthwith 75 per 
cent. of the amount due. They wished to 
be allowed to defend the action as to the 
remainder. This was a case which was 
covered by Section 16 of the Land Bill, which 
had passed its second reading. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that under 
the law, which he was bound to administer, 
the defendants had no defence whatever to 
the action, which had been brought against 
them for rent of premises of which they were 
admittedly in occupation, and for which they 
avreed to pay the rent. The only suggested 
defence was that something might happen in 
Parliament which would make their position 
improved to the extent of 25 per cent. of their 
indebtedness. The only answer which any 
judge could give was that his duty was to 
atiminister the law as he found it. He was 
not entitled to take into congideration what 
might or might not be done by future legisla- 
tion. His lordship gave judgment for the 
amount claimed.

The Master oí the Rolls said that there 
must bé an injunction against these parties; 
and that injunction would not merely be 
one restraining them from continuing these 
acts of trespass, but it must take a mandatory 
form so far as the cottage Was concerned— 
that they must give it up. He hoped that 
these parties would recognise their obligation 
to obey this injunction. And it was only 
right that he should point out to them that 
if there was any breach of the injunction, if 
there was ahy interference with the lands 
in the future by any: of these defendants, 
that defendant would be brought up to that 
Court, and he would be sent summarily to 
jail. And it would not be that he would 

sent to jail for a week or a fortnight, or 
for a month, but he would be kept in jail 
until he expiated his offence. It was an 
Awful pity that a number of industrious 
farmers in this district, as they apparently 
were, should be involved in turmoil, and 
should have committed these breaches of the 
law. One would think that, because a man 
called himself an evicted tenant, he was en- 
titled to break the law. The sooner that idea 
was taken out of the minds of the evicted 
tenants the better. The Boyd family were 
quite entitled to re-let the lands; and he 
must say that the Boyd family did their very 
best to secure that some compensation would 
be given to these evicted tenants. He must 
give an injunction in the terms of the state- 
ment of claim against all the defendants, and 
a mandatory injunction against Holden and 
McDonald, directing them to give up posses- 
sion of the house, e was not disposed jo 
turn them out the following day, as they 
might not have any place to go to.

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CORPORATION BUSINESS. 
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ELECTION OF CITY MARSHAL. 


Dublin Municipal Council will hold its first 
regular night sitting on Monday, when busi- 
hess will be begun at 7 o'clock. One of the 
matters on the agenda is the election of a 
City Marshal. 

The Finance and General Purposes Com- 
mittee recommend the appointment of Mr. 
Thomas Devin, Cleansing Depét, Wood quay, 
whose retirement is in contemplation as a 
consequence of re-organisation. 

Mr. Devin entered the service of the Cor- 
poration in 1885, and is acquainted with the 
duties of City Marshal. His present salary 
is £250 a year, with £188 war bonus, and 
the Finance Committee suggest that, in the 
‘event of his being appointed, he should be 
retired on pension, with the proviso that 
such pension shall not be payable as long as 
he holds the position of City Marshal. 

The Public Health Committee recommends 
that the Council should authorise the bor- 
rowing of £12.000 for the purpose of recon- 
structing the City Abattoir on modern lines, 
Jt proposes that the application and sanction 
to borrow should be made to the Minister 
for Local Government, and request that it 
ahould be empowered to carry out the work. 
The Corporation must bear in mind, the 
Committee says, that when further powers 
were sought to abolish the fifty slaughter- 
houses in the citv, owing to the existence of 
which the abattoir at present. was patronised 
by little more than one-third of the vic- 
tuallers. accommodation should be found for 
all butchers in the city. 
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LIMERICK LANDS LITIGATION, 


In the Chancery Division, before Mr. Justice 
Powell, a settlement was reached in the ad- 
journed case of Quinlivan v. Danagher, which 
was at hearing the previous day, The action 
had been brought by Patrick Quinlivan, 
farmer, of Highmount, near Charleyille, 
against Eugene Danagher, farmer, of Fort 

iddle, Co. Y.imerick, for specific perform- 
ance of an agreement in wri ing, dated 6th 
March last, between the defendant and the 
plaintiff, whereby the defendant agreed to 
sell his farm at Fort Middle, in the barony 
of Connelloe Upper, Co. Limerick, containing 
about 100 acres and 33 perches, statute 
measure. The plaintiff paid £1,000 deposit, 
agreeing to pay the balance of the purchase 
money on the 27th March, the date fixed for 
the completion of the purchase. - 

It appeared that one of the charges on the 
lands was the right of the defendant’s mother, 
a widow lady, to the exclusive use of a room 
in the dwelling-house and a life annuity of 
£7 10s.; and the défendant refused to com- 
lete the sale on the ground that, his mother 
aving declined to execute a release of her 
right, he was unable to give clear possession 
of the premises. 

Mr. Conner, K.C., Mr. T. Sullivan, K.C., 
and Mr. Binchy (instructed by Messrs. James 
Binchy and Son) appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. Phelps (in- 
structed by Messrs. P. 8. Connolly and Co.) 
for the defendant. 

After some discussion of the legal aspects 
of the case. the parties consulted and arranged 
a settlement, which was subsequently reduced 
to writing, and made a rule of Court, Mr. 
Lynch, for pe plaintiff, remarking that the 
plaintiff had acted very generously in the 
matter, and that he and the defendant had 
shaken hands and intended to be good friends 
in the future. 

The terms of the settlement were that the 
defendant should pay the plaintiff £250 
damages and the costs of the action, ‘and that 
e should also pay the auctioneer’s fees, 
amounting to £103 15s., the payments to be 
made on or before a fixed date; t Á nia 
receive back his deposit of £1, with 
nterest.

TUDOR IRELAND. 

It is a modern commonplace that, before | 
we can form a judgment on the events of | 
past history, we must get into the, 
mentality of the people concerned. “This. 
can be done only by going to contem- 
porary evidence, when probably. we shall 
refrain from judgment altogether. In no 
history is this more necessary than in 
ours, of which it has been said that “ it 
has neyer become history because 1% has 
never ceased to be politics.’’ Miss Max- 
well’s substantial book, which contains 
her own introduction of seventy-live pages 
and three hundred more of contemporary 
documents, furnishes us with history at 
first hand, told not in the tempered light 
of a modern critical age, but with all the 

assion, prejudice, fervour, insight and 
repre, of that tumultous Tudor age 
itself. Drawn from already published, 
though often rather inaccessible, mate- 
rials, this book is a model of careful, calm 
and widely culled selection. The sections 
into which the book is skilfully divided 
deal with such general matters as the Irish 
policy of Henry VIII., the Reformation, 
the Plantations, etc., and the sub-head- 
ings under these, indicated in a very 
handv table of contents, refer the reader 
at once to a mass of information on the 
covernment, the towns, the trade, the 
land, and the legal, social, patriotic and 
religious aspects of sixteenth century Ire- 
land, as. drawn from State papers, reports 
of deputies, bishops and officials, accounts 
of travellers and soldiers, and proclama- 
tions and letters of native leaders. 

Miss Maxwell displays all the techaique 
of a well-trained historical student, and tt 
is obvious that many years of conscientious 
work must have gone into this beautifully 
printed and thoroughly documented 
volume. While, of course, much remains 
to be published, Miss Maxwell has left 
little of the already published materials | 
unexplored. Indeed, the book not only 
forms a source book for which all honest | 
students and teachers will be grateful, 
and one which suggests the need of a 
similar treatment for other periods of our 
history, but is also a rich and varied 
treasury of then contemporary thought, in- 
cident and illustration which will give real 
delight to the general reader. 

For the native and patriotic side, 
whether Irish or Anglo-Irish, Miss Max- 
well gives many extracts from the annals, 
from such histories and biographies as 
those of O'Sullivan Beare and Lughaidh 
O’Clery ; and several bardic poems, as trans- 
lated from Irish by Standish Hayes O'Grady 
and Dr. Bergin, serve to illustrate native 
thought and literature. Then, as now, 
poets were largely the interpreters of Irish 
feeling. Indeed, Englishmen themselves 
felt the poetry and mystery of Irelaad, 
and Miss Maxwell gives us on one hand 
Edmund Spenser’s splendid prose passage 
beginning, “Sure it is a most beautiful 
and sweet country as. any is under 
_heaven,’’ and on the other O’ Daly's magni. 
ficent poem summoning the Wicklow clans 
to their last battle against the Saxon. 
The prose of these documents, written et 
a time when English was af its best and 
apparently almost every educated English- 
man, could write it well, gives an added 
fascination to this book, while the transla- 
tions from the Irish imply that the native 
language itself was not inferior in vigour 
and polish. 

Miss Maxwell’s Introduction, written 
with a most commendable clearness, and 
amplified by the documents themselves, 
gives the best short, but comprehensive, 
survey that we know of the history 
of Tudor Ireland. She does well to 
write it without comment or rhetoric 
in one way or the other, and to 
leave the documents to tell their own 
tale. It is impossible not to be deeply 
stirred by the story of an age which saw 
the end of mediwval and the beginnings 
of modern Ireland; but most Irish readers 
to-day will be content to have the story 
told in its own language and to feel the 
romance without the resentment, as 
Standish O'Grady s unsurpassable pictures 
of Elizabethan Ireland have taught us to 
feel. E. C.

THE ROYAL IRISH LANCERS. 

‘There can be few Irishmen who have 
not a great pride, whatever their opinions 
may be, m the history of the Irish regi-| 
ments. The passing of these regiments, 
whether by disbandment or by amalgama- 
tion, is a matter of very r.al regret. They 
had fine traditions and a great history. 
In the years to come we shall have nothing 
but their names and stories of their ex- 
ploits. 

Messrs. Gale and Polden have published 
an excellent history of the 5th Royal Irish 
Lancers, written by Colonel J. R. Harvey, 
D.S.0., who, unfortunately, did not live 
to see his book in print. The work has 
been completed by Lieutenant-Colonel H. 
A. Cape, D.S.0. In a history of a regi- 
ment there must always be, of course, a 
good deal which is of interest only to those 
who have been closely connected with that 
regiment. The outsider cannot feel yarti- 
cularly enthusiastic about, for example, 
battalion sports or races of thirty years 
ago, except in so far as they give a 
picture of Army life in general. On the 
other hand, a carefully compiled work, 
such' as this, which traces the career of a 
famous regiment, is of the utmost value 
to all students of military history. 

The 5th Royal Lancers were raised by 
Gustavus Hamilton, the Governor of 
Enniskillen, in 1689, in order to fight 
against James II. They were then known 
as the Enniskillen Dragoons, and their 
first colonel was James Wynne. ‘They 
fought at the principal engagements in 
Ireland in the years 1689-91; and, indeed, 
until the dismissal of the Duke of Mar!l- 
borough from the public service in 1711, 
the regiment was almost continuously 
upon active service in Flanders, Germany 
and the Netherlands. They were, says 
their historian, a rough body of men, like 
the rest of the Army in those days; but 
they were magnificent fighters. The Duke 
said “that with 10,000 well-fed English- 
men, 10,000 hali-starved Scotshmen, and 
the same number of Irishmen charged 
with usquebaugh, he would march from 
Boulogne to Bayonne, in spite of le 
Grand Monarque.’ 

‘From that time until the outbreak of 
the Irish Rebellion of 1798 there was a 
period of peace for the regiment. During 
the whole of that time they were stationed 


— 


in Ireland, and when the rebellion broke 


out they were. of course, employed. Their 


general discipline was considered so bad 
by Lord Cornwallis, the Viceroy, that in 
1799 they were disbanded on his recom- 
mendation. Cornwallis seems to have 
taken up an unwarrantably severe attitude 
towards them, so far as we can see from 
the evidence now available. Certainly they 
suffered; for they remained under the 
ban until 1858, when they were re-em- 
bodied, first as the 5th Dragoons, and 
then. in 1862, as the 5th Lancers. 

Thus re-established, the regiment served 
at the Nile, Suakin and in South Africa, 
where they took part in the celebrated 
charge at Elandslaagte. At the beginning 
of the European War they were, as is well 
known, stationed here ia Ireland. They 
went immediately to France and served 
there until the close of the war. Strangely 
enough, the end of the fighting found 
them again at Mons—almost in exactly the 
same spot from which they started. During 
the four years of war the 5th Lancers 
took their share in all the chief engage: 
ments and they augmented their splendid 
reputation as fighting men. Their story is 
vividly and attractively told in this hand- 
some volume. We can recommend it to 
all who are interested in the Irish regi- 
ments, and it will be a ktema es aes for 
those who cherish the memory of the 5th 
Royal Irish Lancers.

STEPHEN REYNOLDS. 

Mr. Harold Wright edits the letters 
of the late Stephen Reynolds, and they 
are well worth the care which he has 
bestowed upon them. Stephen Reynolds 
was born in Wiltshire—the surprising 
county that has produced five of the chief 
Ministers of England. His people had 
been curriers for several generations. He 
owed much to his own people, but he also 


| owed not a little to the head mistress of 


the school which he attended while a boy. 
In his guide-book to “ Devizes and Round- 
about ' he paid a handsome tribute to 
her. From another school, All Saints’, 
Bloxhgm, he went to Manchester Univer- 
sity, where he studied music, becoming 
an accomplished pianist, wrote satire in 
the University magazine, and at the age 
of twenty-one graduated as B.Sc. with 
honours tn chemistry. 4 

Then he drifted to Paris, where he lived 
in a garret on eighteen pence a day, pre- 
tended to study in the Ecole des Mines, 
and dabbled in journalism. In search of 
health he moved about Wiltshire and 
Devonshire. “My first book wasn't my 
first. That is to say, though ‘A 
Poor Man’s House’ was published 
first, ‘The Holy Mountain’ was written 
some time before it, and to inne, 
anyhow, is my first book. The ill-luck of 
having to appear out of its turn has 
dogged it all the way along, so I may as 
well explain that it's a novel—a ‘Satire 
on Tendencies’ it.called itself. I haven't 
written a novel since. I have never been 
able to get away far enough from life and 
its necessities to write fiction about it. 
Fiction seems to demand more of the 
looker-on attitude; but, as Devon fisher- 
men say, ‘ Thee can’st live but once,’ and 
it's better to live than look on. The 
real failing ef the book is that it was 
written in: a mood of bitter resentment 
against a little local world which had put 
me down for a waster, because I was 
sticking to my determination to write 
books or go smash in the attempt. Even 
the nicely-tailored young clerks in the 
bank used to look over their ledgers, 2s if 
tu say, ‘Here's that bad egg wants more 
money. Why doesn’t he do something? 
He’s living on his capital. . We shall soon 
close his account—no assets.’ To this day 
I hate going to a bank, though nowadays 
they inquire more  solicitously—much 
more solicitously than my little balance 
warrants—sbout my well-being and last 
book. ” 

The attitude to life ‘of Stephen 
Reynolds is as unmistakable as the quality 
of his books. “There are books one 
seems to have read before, and books that 
one doesn’t want to read, books that one 
reads with annoyance, pleasure, exaspera- 
tion and wonder’’—-so Joseph Conrad 
tells Stephen Reynolds; “ but this, vour 
‘Poor Man’s House,’ is a book for which 
one seems to have waited all the time 
without knowing it exactly; not a*revela- 
tion, but the satisfaction of an intimate 
need of which one becomes aware after it 
has been satisfied at Jast. I am not a 
critic, as you know, nor a man to utter 
pretty, beautiful or deep things about a 
book. keep no store of pregnant 
phrases. The usual civilities I could 
write to a young author, ! dare say, if I 
tried very hard; but since I don’t mean 
to insult you, this is not to be thought of. 
I will tell you instead what has happened. 
I walked into my room, came up to the 
table you know, took up your book, and 
opened i at the first page of the text 
(not the preface). When I came to myself 
with a queer sense of unutterable fatigue 
I was still standing, and I had reached 
P. 62—not glancing through, mind yon, 
but giving each phrase, each word, each 
image, its full value as I went. Compact, 
harmonious, without a single—I won't say 
false—but uncertain note, true in aim, 
sentiment and expression, precise, imagi- 
native, never precious, but containing 
here and there an absolutely priceless 
phrase—that is what I think of your piece 
of prose. It is, no doubt, also a good 
action because the aim is worthy and the 
sentiment is human—if a ‘ittle didactic. 

The thing now is to keep thy 
torcn. -burning bright—and to hold it 
high.’’ : "

“á RECENT FICTION, 

The latest novel by Sefior Ibafiez will 
stand the test of time. The story is of 
Jaime Febrer, ruined in fortune, scion of a 
great old family, once rich in wealth and 
honours. Love, politics, war had been the 
sole occupation of Jaime’s forebears. Broken 
by the Napoleonic wars, the family in the 
time of Jaime has lost nearly all its estates, 
and, at thirty-five years of age, he finds him- 
self unable to maintain anything of the glory 
associated with his name. Moreover, he is 
now blasé, for he had sipped of the cup where 
the idle of Europe waste away their years 
In these circumstances he decides to propose 
to the daughter of a wealthy ‘ Chueta,” one 
of those Majorcans of Jewish origin who had 
embraced the State creed as a matter of 
diplomacy during the seventeenth century. A 
friend advises against this alliance, and Jaime 
goes to the little island of Iviza.. Here he 
meets the peasant girl Margalida, whom he 
subsequently marries. For power, description 
and wealth of imagery, the passages which 
picture Majorca and Iviza are as fine as any 
that we have read. The peasants of Jviza re- 
sent the coming of the impoverished noble. 
There are feuds, and we are told of them 
with the same skill that the author shows 
in depicting the faded glories of the ancient 
house, or when he takes us by the hand 
through the wonderful feudal mansion at 
Majorca, where once the Febrers had ruled as 
princes. Much of the peasant life described 
makes us feel that the book is all of Ireland 
but for the names. We have not for many a 
day read so fascinating a romance.

The lonely figure of 
Dean Verraway, ungainly, repellent, absorbed 
in the restoration of his beloved cathedral, and 
using his influence with the neglected wife of 
St. Hugh towards the welfare of her soul 
rather than her earthly happiness, is outstand- 
ing as a singular triumph of sympathetic 
perception.

LACK OF SUNSHINE SPOILS 
LONDON SHOW. 
From Our Own ConntsPoNspgyT, 
LONDON, Thursday. 


The East wind and heavy frost during the 
month of May were reflected to-day at the 
Summer Show of the National Rose Society, 
which was held at the Royal* Botanical 
Gardens, Regent's Park.

Interesting Papers at Dublin 
Conference. 


On the resumption of the Library Con- 
ference at the National University, Dublin, 
yesterday, Mr. R. L. Praeger, Chief Librarian, 
National Library of Ireland, in the chair, Mr. 
Frank Pacy, Hon. Secretary of the Library 
Association and Chief Librarian at the West- 
minster Public Libraries, read a paper en- 
titled: “The Present Position 6f Municipal 
Library Service.’’ 

Mr. Pacy said that the public library was 
a comparatively young institution, but con- 
tinuous progress was being made, thanks, in 
great part, to the work of the Carnegie Trust. 

The aim at present was to bring books 
into isolated regions, to meet the needs of 
lonely readers in rural districts who, above 
all others, had a thorough appreciation of 
the value of books. The great need for 
maintaining a supply of books to rural dis- 
tricts could be met only by development 
along the lines planned by the Carnegie 
Trust, 

The native culture of Ireland was as old 
as that of the Greeks, or of the Romans, 
and Ireland desired to preserve her heritage. 
The great question of the moment was how 
to link up the library system with other 
cultural institutions in the country, and this 
question was beset with difficulties, One 
danger to be avoided was that of regarding 
the library as a school. It should not he so 
regarded, but on the contrary, every school- 
boy should feel, on entering a library, that 
he was entirelv set free from the trammels of 
school curricula. 

The question as to what was a bad and 
what was a good book constituted another 
difficulty. The public did not ask for, or 
want, bad books. This delicate matter for the 
present would have to be left as a matter 
of library education and study. 


CHILDREN’S LIBRARIES. 
Alexander Strain, Glasgow Public 
Library, read a paper on ‘Children’s 
Libraries,’ in the course of which he said 
that if it was hoped to produce useful 
citizens, it was necessary to provide some 
counter-attraction to the lure ot the streets, 
where so much was to be found that was 
hurtful and harmful to childhood and 
adolescence. 

It was very much to the interest of the 
library movement that an endeavour should 
be made to turn out good citizens, because 
the child of to-day was not merely the adult 
reader and library user of to-morrow, but the 
ratepayer and the master of the future. 

Miss Walsh, Librarian, Rathmines Chil- 
dren’s Library, gave a most interesting ac- 
count of the progress and development of the 
Library. 

Mr. J.:Roy, Secretary and Librarian, Rath- 
mines Public Library, objected to frittering 
away money on central libraries when the 
most important thing was to concentrate on 
developing rural and urban services. 

He thought that the Government, when 
contemplating changes in the country’s edu- 
cational system, should bear in mind the 
importance of public libraries in relation to 
school life, and the Government should also 
provide for co-operation between the ednca- 
tion authorities and the libraries, and give 
the latter any financial assisBance needed 
towards this end. 

The Government should recognise that the 
libraries in Ireland were prevented by their 
poverty from giving the public the full and 
many-sided service they would like to give, 
and it should come to their assistance without 
any hesitation, 


DUBLIN CASTLE COLLECTION, 

Mr. J. J. O'Neil! Librarian at University 
College, Dublin, read a paper sent in by 
Alderman T. Kelly, which mostly dealt with 
the library in what was formerly the Chief 
Secretarv’s Office, Dublin Castle. 

In this: paper it was stated that in the 
Irish volume of the Diary and Correspondence 
of Charlies Abbot (afterwards Lord Col- 
chester), who in 1801 was Chiet Secretary for 
Ireland, there was reference to the founda- 
tion of the library of “books upon Irish 
affairs and British history and politics, into 
which the collection formerly «belonging to 
the Irish House of Lords was brought, and 
many Parliamentary reports and papers were 
added to it from England' There was 
nothing remarkable in it, but nevertheless it 
was a good collection as far as it went. In 
the collection were Parliamentary papers from 
1801 to the present time,and also a noteworthy 
collection of newspapers dating from 1765, 
the Parliamentary Register of the debates of 
the Irish Honse of Commons for the periods 
of 1784 to 1801. There was a valuable series 
of State trials, the Irish series dating irom 
1848 to 1884. 

Alderman Kelly had advocated the forma- 
tion of a new State Library, and said the 
collection. might be added ‘to by the re- 
purchase from the Dublin Corporation of the 
works of the late Sir John Gilbert, the Joly 
collection, and writings and documents of the 
Ordnance Survey of the middle of the last 
century, None of the libraries at present in 
Ireland could be said to be national, or to 
enter into the present hfe of the country to 
anything like the extent that libraries did in 
other lands. 

In the afternoon the members of the Con- 
ference visited the Municipal Art Gallery, 
Harcourt street, and then proceeded to the 
Kevin street and Pearse street Libraries, 
where they were shown round by the head 
librarians. 

At 7.30 o'clock an evening session was held 
at the Royal Irish Academy, Dawson street, 
under the Presidency of Dr. 1. Percy Wirk- 
patrick, who, on behalf of the Academy, ex- 
tended a hearty welcome to tlie delegates. 

Mr. Francis Joseph Biggar, M.R.1.A., 
an interesting paper on “marly Irish Letters, 
in the course of which he said that with the 
coming of St. Patrick the old cryptic devices 
and the Ogham characters commenced to fade 
away before the new faith. and the new 
learning. 

Mr. Biggar dealt exhaustively with the 
beauties of the illuminated initials and the 
skill shown in the text letters in the Books 
of Armagh, Durrow, and Kells, pointing out 
their elaborate detail of symbolism, ornament, 
and colour. He also referred to the lettered 
inscriptions on some of our precious metal 
work, such as the Crosses of Clogher and 
Cong. The stone lettering was, practically 
contemporaneous with the best metal work of 
ancient Irish craftsmen. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, which was 
illustrated by lantern slides, a hearty vote of 
thanks was passed to Mr. Biggar. 

The Conference enters on its concluding day 
at 10 o'clock this morning.

IRISH EMIGRATION TO THE 
DOMINIONS, 


—-——- 


yesterday published a state- 
ment from its Wellington, New Zealand, 
Correspondent, with reference to the dis- 
advantages suffered by emigrants to the 
Dominion of New Zealand from the Free State. 
The Correspondent states that this is due to 
the “ refusal’’ of the Free State Government 
to adopt the principles of the Empire Settle- 
ment Act. 

Enquiries made by an Jrish Times repre- 
sentative yesterday elicited the information 
that the Free State Government had not 
“refused " to adopt the Act, but simply has 
not yet had time to consider it. It appears 
that the facts are as stated, and that since 
the signing of the Treaty emigrants to all the 
Dominions as well as New Zealand have been 
unable to get the advantage of assisted 
passages. hig is the first time that the 
matter has been raised. No complaint had 
hitherto been made. It is understood that 
the Free State Government has, in fact, no 
objection to adopting the Empire Settlement 
Act, and will probably do so at an early date.

Father oí the Free Library. 


(BY TERENCE O'HANLON.) 

It was doubly opportune that the Provost 
of Trinity College should have taken the chair 
at the first session of the Irish Library Con- 
ference, being, as he is, the distinguished head 
of an institution whose library is the oldest 
in Ireland, and has a world-wide fame. And 
as Trinity College Library, dating its founda- 
tion back to the reign of Queen Elizabeth, is 
the parent of all the institutions of its kind 
in the Jand, so, too, may the modern Free 
Library be said to trace its origin back to: 
Narcissus Marsh, Archbishop cf Armagh, who 
was Provost of Dublin University im the 
reign of Charles II. ban 

A native of Hannington, in Wiltshire, the 
future Primate was educated at Oxford, and 
became Doctor of Divinity in 1671. It was 
through the influence of his friend the Duke of 
Ormond that, seven years later, he was ap- 
pointed Provost. of Trinity, which position he 
held until his consecration as Bishop ot 
Leighlin and Ferns in 1682. Translated to 
Cashel, and then promoted to the Arch- 
bishopric of Dublin, he at length became 
Archbishop of Armagh in 1702; his death 
occurred eleven years afterwards. 

A statute of the reign of Queen Anne pro- 
vided for the “settling and preserving a 
publie library for ever in the house for that 
purpose built by his grace Narcissus, now Lord 
Archbishop of Armagh, on part of the ground 
belonging to the Archbishop oí Dublin's 
Palace, near the City of Dublin.” His Grace 
laid ou £4,000 on the building contiguous 
to St. Patrick’s Cathedral, and, having ex- 
pended an additional £2,500 on the purchase 
of books, threw open the doors of Ireland's 
first free library in 1707. Its original collec- 
tion numbered upwards of 10,000 vols., 
which was later considerably augmented by 
the bequests of private libraries, including 
that of the venerable founder himself. The 
salary of the librarian was provided for by a 
charge of £250 a year on Church lands in 
Meath. and an Act of the Irish Parliament 
This 
venerable old Dublin institution, which, 
although somewhat restricted in its scope, con- 


tains many rare and valuable books and manu- 


scripts, is still open to the public. sir 

AccordingS\to a custom then prevailing in 
the great libraries of England and on the 
Continent, the Statute under which Marsh's 
Library was set up. provided for a plentiful 
supply of locks and chains for the safeguard- 
ing of the more precious volumes, and a collec- 
tion of these quaint relics of an age when the 
book-thief was abroad in the land may still 
be ingpected by visitors to the Library. Nor 
were such stringent precautions wholly suc- 
cessful in their purpose; for we find, in the 
vear 1750, the Library authorities publishing 
the following strongly-worded notice :—' A 
considerable number of books having been 
stolen from the Library by persons under the 
denomination of gentlemen, claiming a priv, 
lege to read in it according to the statutes, 
to guard against the thefts of such infamous 
villains in future no person will be admitted 
unless he produce a well-attested certificate to 
the Librarian of his being a scholar and a 
gentleman. An honest porter is appointed to 
watch and search every person leaving the 
Librarv. 

This quaint, old-world, out-of-the-way and 
little frequented repository of ancient books 
and manuscripts is reputed to be haunted by 
the ghost of its illustrious founder. We have 
no less an authority than that of the Rev. 
St. John Seymour, B.D., Rector of Cappa- 
white, and an Ard-ollamA of Irish ghost-lore, 
for the ‘weird tale. Primate Marsh is said to 
frequent the inner gallery, where the books 
of what was once his own private library, are 
shelved. Moving in and out among the mas- 
sive oak cases, he will take down book after 
book, examine them carefully, and then cast 
them in a pile on the reading tables as if in 
anger. 

Mr. Seymour tells of a former librarian, a 
firm believer in this ghost, who used to say 
that he frequently heard noises in the gallery 
which could only be accounted for by the 
presence of a nocturnal visitor. 

The tradition is that the founder's niece 
eloped from the Palace, and was married in a 
tavern to the curate of Chapelizod. She is 
said to have written a note consenting to the 
elopement, and to have then placed it in one 
of her uncle’s books to which her lover had 
access, and where he found it; and as a 
punishment for his lack of vigilance the Arch- 
bishop is said to be condemned to revisit the’ 
glimpses of the moon at certain intervals and 
hunt for the fateful note till he finds it! 


SOME WIMBLEDON 
IMPRESSIONS. 


From OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tiureday. 

Lawn tennis is—among the middle classes 
at least—the modern substitute for the games 
of ancient Rome, and it i¢ in the centre 
court at Wimbledon, rather than at the 
Stadium or at the Oval, that we find the 
twentieth century counterpart of the Colos- 
seum. It might reasonably be called the 
ladies’ colosseum, for lawn tennis is the only 
serious sport at which there are more women 
among the attendance than men. 

There is nobody, or scarcely anybody, 
looking on at most of the games, but each of 
them has its umpire perched on his or her 
high green ladder seat. Each of them has 
its linesmen sitting in their little park chairs. 
Each of them has its small scout-like boys 
in purple shirts and green hats and ties and 
shorts, running after the balls. 

It is only when you come to Court 2, where 
Mdlle. Lenglen is playing Mrs. Covell, that 
the size and intensity of the crowd remind 
vou that all these perspiring figures in white 
are not leaping about the grass merely for 
fun. 

Not that Mdlle. Lenglen’s play was very 
exciting to watch. Aquiline, red-lipped in 
her magenta mood, she was taking part in 
an exhibition rather than in a combat. She 
has a genius of a kind that makes even a good 
and plucky opponent seem merely afoil. It. is 
amazing that she should look so troubled as 
she does, for she can play with the ball as 
the man with the thimbles at the fair can 
play with the pea.

The Duke of Devonshire said that he would 
do his best to investigate any cases that were 
brought to his personal attention.

TWO SHIPS SAIL WITH 
NEW CREWS.

The quartermaster and some other members 
of the ss. Yarrow, which plies between Dublin, 
the Isle of Man, and Silloth, left their vessel 
at the North Wall yesterday morning and 
joined the members of the Marine branch ot 
the Irish Transport Workers’ Unior who are 
on strike. They were followed by the 
dockers. who had been unloading the Yarrow, 
when about half her cargo had been removed. 

The move was not unexpected The em- 
ployers immediately found recruit; to fill the 
seamen's places, and, at 9 o'clock last night, 
the Yarrow, manned—it is stated—solely by 
members of the National Union of Sailors and 
Firemen, left the Liffey for her first port of 
call. She carried part of the cargo which 
should have been landed at Dublin. 

The action of the Yarrow’'s crew, it is be- 
heved, may lead to an attempt by Labour 
to stop all cross-Channel shipping to and 
from Dublin. 

The shipowners, it would seem, have been 
preparmg for such a development, and yes 
terday they made their first ‘ counter- 
attack ” against the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, whose members have 
caused no fewer than eight steamers to be 
tied up at the port. 

The British and Irish Steam Packet Com- 
pany engaged men to complete the crew of 
the SS. Lady Martin, and, early 
yesterday morning. the vessel slipped her 
moorings, and passed out of the Liffey, bound 
for London with a cargo of general goods. 

The sailing surprised the strikers. It was 
done so quietly that no information leaked 
out, and it has not yet been divulged how the 
company secured a crew to man the vessel. 
Some believe that the crew of the Lady Wim- 
borne. another of the B. and I. fleet, which 
arrived from Lordon on Wednesday night, 
had been transferred to the Lady Martin; 
others think that the new hands were drawn 
from the ranks of the National Sailors’ and 
Firemen’s Union. 

The Lady Martin was one of the first vessels 
to be laid un. and was to have made the trip 
to London on Tuesday. Her place among the 
British and Irish Company's tied up steamers 
has been taken over by the Lady Wimborne, 
the latest arrival. 

A mass meeting of the sailors and firemen 
on strike was held in Liberty Hall yesterday, 
when the sitnation wae discussed with the 
leaders: of the Union. including Messrs. T. 
Foran, General President. Press representa- 
tives were informed. at the end of the meet- 
ing. that the position was ominons, that an 
extension of the dispute was likely. but the 
union would not be responsible for this.

The full story of the 1,200 mile voyage 
in an open boat by the survivors of the 
British steamer Trevessa is told by Captain 
Foster in the message from Rodriguez 
Island (Indian Ocean). 

The Trevessa, a 5,000-ton boat, from 
Fremantle to Antwerp, foundered at a 
point 1,600 miles from the former port on 
June 4. She sent ont an 8.0.8., “Settling 
down by the head ; taking to boats.” The 
message was picked up by a sister ship— 
the Trevenna, which was 300 miles away, 
and transmitted to the Tregenna, another 
ship belonging to the same company, which 
was 400 miles They reached the 
scene two days later, but could find ‘no 
trace of the wreck. For a fortnight both 
vessels the stormy 
In the nieantime an upturned 
boat was found by another vesse] near the 
scene of the wreck. 

Captain Foster, in a special interview, 
states that the ship sank in ten minutes. 
The crew lived on a biscuit a day and a 
small ration of rain-water and condensed 
milk.

INTERVIEW WITH CAPTAIN 


FOSTER. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From OUR OWN UCoRRESPONDENT. 
RODRIGUEZ, Thursday. 

When the 18 men from the foundered 
Trevessa reached here at 8 o'clock on Monday 
night, they were in a state of collapse from 
the hardship of their 23 days’ voyage ia their 
open boat. 

They were, howe, er, given every care and 
attention by the island authorities, and are 
making rapid progress tow ards recovery. 

As Captain Foster stated, the second boat 
containing the rest of the crew, 17 men. was 
last seen by him on June 9, and he said he 
hoped it would soon put into Rodriguez. 

Everybody in the island is now waiting 
anxionslv for these men, or for news of the 
search being made for them. 

The British Colombo is expected 
here to-day from the East Indian naval ata- 
tion, and she is to scour the sea for the miss- 
ing boat. 

Telling me the story of his adventure Capt. 
Foster said that the Trevessa left Fremantle 
on Mav 25, and after ten days encountered 
high seas and strong winds. Water came on 
board over the bows so rapidly that pumping 
was fruitless. 

The captain at last ordered lifeboats 
to be lowered, and the crew to take to them. 

This was at 2.20 in the afternoon. Ten 
minutes. later the Trevessa foundered bows 
foremost. 

RODRIGUEZ ISLAND, INDIAN OCEAN;

which reads like a 
chapter of romance, is told by Captain Cecil 
Foster, of the ill-fated steamcr Trevessa, who 
has arrived in one of his ship’s boats, with 
the chief engineer and sixteen of the crew, 
The following is the captain’s narrative :-- 

“At midnight on June órd, in the S.S.W. 
water 
quickly in No. 1 hold, in spite of the pamps. 
All the decks were flooded, and the ship was 
taking mountainous seas aboard and was 
sinking rapidly by the head. At 1 a.m. on 
June 4th I ordered the boats to be prepared 
and issued lifcbelts. 

“ At 2.15 a.m. 1 abandoned the ship, which 
was now floating on a level with the bulwark 
roil forward. Perfect discipline prevailed, 
and all the crew were calm. 

‘*The vessel foundered at 2.45 a.m. Pre- 
vious to abandoning the ship I sent out 
S.0.S. messages, giving my position, and 
received rephes of 'O.w. from the Runie 
and two unknown vessels. I was unable to 
wait for further messages. 

“The two boats kept together all night 
and next day awaiting assistance. At 5 p.m. 
we set sail, but an hour later the step of 
the mast was carried away, and the chief 
officer’s boat took us in tow. <A heavy sea 
was running, and the tow line was carried 
away at 10 p.m. We then lay-to for the 
night. 

‘On June 3+h I decided to make Mauritius, 
taking advantage of the existing wind and 
westerly current, and to make the south-east 
Trades. 1 steered W.N.W. true, in a strong 
and increasinz wind and high seas up to the 
eighth. At 10 p.m. on the eighth day we lay 
to, and, at 2.30 p.m, set sail, but were again 
compelled to iay to at 6 p.m. for the night. 

“The weather was dirty and the night 
cery dark, and we were unable to keep the 
other boat, in sight. Rain fell heavily. My 
boat being the faster, I decided to leave the 
other and make a course for Rodriguez ‘as 
the nearest land to send assistance. Both 
boats were steering bv the sun and stars, as 
compasses were useless. 

‘“We had previously both decided to keep 
the same northerly course to the S. E. 
Trades about latitude 235.50 south to latitude 
19.55 south. and then west for the islands. 

“TI lost sight of the other boat at 4 p.m. 
On the 10th I made good pro- 
arese, From the llth to 2.50 p.m. on the 
14th the sea was calm, but, on the 15th. a 
at-ong south-east wind sprang up. From 
then till our arrival at Rodriguez we en- 
countered very heavy weather, the boat 
shinniny*> much water.

‘We sighted Rodriguez at 2.45 p.m., and 
landed at 8. Splendid discipline prevatied 
throughout, although the crew suffered con- 
siderably owing to shortage of water, a third 
of a cigarette tin of which was issued daily. 
We collected water whenever rain fell. Our 
rations consisted of.a lid of a cigarette tin full 
of condensed milk daily and one biscuit. 

“Two native firemen died of exposure at 
sea. The remainder of the crew -were in a 
weak condition on their arrival, byt their 
recovery has heen rapid owing to the atten- 
tions thev have received here. Hopes are 
entertained for the safety of the second boat, 
—(Press Association Foreign Special.)

BERLIN, Thursday. 

Addressing the Provincial Diet of the Rhine 
Province at Barmen to-day, Herr Cuno, the 
German Chancellor, declared that all parties 
were united in their resistance to the Franco- 
Belgian breach of legality, and this warranted 
hopes of success. | 

He reiterated that no form of annexation of 
the Rhineland. whatever, could be discussed, 
and that on that point no compromise was 
possible. There had been no yacillation in 
the policy of the Government. 

Herr Cuno uttered a warning to the inhabi- 
tants against ill-advised acts, and asserted that 
the steps taken by the Government had 
opened the eyes of the world, and that endea- 
vours were now in progress to expose 
France s real intentions. 

He gratefully welcomed the step just taken 
by the Pope, and went on to say that should 
France renounce her plans, acknowledged Ger- 
many’s right to freedom and life, make up her 
mind to negotiate openly with the Allies and 
Germany for a settlement of Reparations, it 
will not be Germany that will stand in the 
way of an understanding. 

The Chancellor concluded with an appeal to 
the corporate spirit of his hearers for the fight 
against extortionate prices, and the payment 
of adequate wages, and with a warning to 
business circles against detrimental specula- 
tion, at the same time giving an assurance 
that the Government, without distinction oi 
class, party, or profession, .woeld do all it 
could for the promotion of Germany’s united 
freedom and independence.—( Reuter. )

The three famous palaces known as Chung 
Cheng Tien, the Chien Fu Kung, and the 
Yen Chun Ken were among those destroyed 
by the fre within the Forbidden City. 

Many priceless works of art were lost, while 
portraits of the Emperors and other treasures, 
which are irreplaceable, were destroyed. 

According: to reliable reports the .ex- 
Emperor himseif was first to give the alarm 
at about midnight. Patly through fear of 
looting and partly because no orders were 
given by superior officers, the Palace Guards 
refused to allow the Chinese and foreign fire 
bridages to enter. However, after prolonged 
consultation, the brigades of police and gen- 
darmerie were admitted, but, by this time. 
several buildings had been gutted. 

The Italian Fire Brigade did good work, 
and, through its efforts, the conflagration was 
extinguished. 

The fire burned practically all nicht Jone. 
lis spread was prevented by the cutting down 
of trees and the demolishing of smaller 
buildings. 

The ex-Emperor watched the fire through- 
out the night. Its origin is attributed to 
defective electric wiring.

[The Imperial Palace of the Chinese Em- 
perors, parts of which were saidtobe 1,000 
years old, was situate in an enclosure in the 
northern Tartar-Manchu, part of the city. 
It is surrounded by a wall 42ft. high, and 
the palace and gardens were regarded as 
‘forbidden sacred quarters.’’ The buildings 
are wonderfully picturesque, among them 
being the great Temples of Ancestors and of 
Peace, and the famous astronomical and 
magnetic observatory (from which the instru- 
ments were in part removed to Germany in 
1900). The most inner enclosure, or ‘“ for- 
bidden city, contained the private palaces 
and pavilions of the Chinese Emperors. Here 
were stored marvellous art treasures and the

The story of the loss of the Trevessa, and 
the Jong and perilous voyage in an open boat 
of the master, Capiain Cecil Foster, with the 
chief engineer and sixteen of the crew, is a 
sea romance of the kind with which British 
boys are familiar almost from the days of their 
childhood. - But in all the works of their 
favourite authors, whether in fact or in fiction, 
it would be difficult to find one that can match 
Captain Foster's story in its vivid interest or 
its tale of endurance.

THE THREE MILES LIMIT. 

The Times. in the course of a leadizg article 
upon the prohibition issue, observes :—Discus- 
sion of the subject has not hitherto been 
marked by a judicial temper, and that is not 
suprising. When nations are at war it is not 
very easy for either side to discuss the points 
at issue without heat or bias. Ana this 
prohibition issue is in effect a war between 
two conceptions of political right and social 
ideal. We, in this country, whatever our own 
views, have no cail to sit in judgment either 
on.the Puritanism or on the lawlessness of the 
United States. But in one respect at least 
the operation of the American prohrbition 
law directly concerns this country. Lheir 
recent seizures ot sealed liquor stores on 
British ships in American waters raise an 
important question of international practice, 
and the discussion initiated by Lord Birken- 
head in the House of Lords last evening led 
to a useful and timely elucidation by Lord 
Curzon of the Government's point of view. 

The present difficulty, Lord Curzon believes, 
is not due entirely to a determination on the 
part of the Washington Government rigidly 
to apply their law without regard to any 
foreign interests or usages. The seizure of 
sealed liquor stores is in effect a means of 
pressure on the British Government with the 
abject of putting an end to the smuggling of 
liquor under the British flag from the West 
Indian Islands. Lord Curzon’ declares 
definitely that the Government will never 
admit an extension of territorial waters to 
twelve miles, and in that refusal the country 
will certainly concur. What can and what 
ought to be done is to take all possible 
measures to prevent the infringement of the 
American law under cover of the British flag. 
There is no call on us to assist the American 
authorities in the enforcement of the Pronibi- 
tion Act, but it is certainly not to our credit 
that our flag. should he used for the vurpose 
of breaking through it.

The Maróuis Curzon, in the House of Lord, 
yesterday, told Lord Birkenhead, who had 
raised the question of the seizure of liquor 
on British vessels at New York, that the 
whole matter was being considered by a 
committee, presided Mr. Ronald 
McNeill. 

There was no chance of our agreeing in 
any circumstances to the American proposal 
for a twelve-mile territorial limit. . All the 
channels of diplomacy were being used ta 
find an exit from a situation which was un- 
doubtedly disagreeable, and which ought not 
to be allowed to continue. 

The Earl of Birkenhead, in calling attene 
tion to the matter, pointed out that the 
acals of the British Customs had been affixed 
to the store-rooms, and asked what was the 
policy of the Government in relation to the 
consequent difficulties by which British ship- 
ping was confronted. 

He said that - they had recently been 
exhorted by a distinguished authority to keep 
calm in dealing with this matter, but no one 
had shown any disposition to ‘examine it In 
any but a spirit of complete calm. It was 
cenerally recognised that any friendly and 
reasonable representation that might be made 
to the American Government would not fail 
to have a friendly reception. 

Injúrv was threatened to a most importan! 
industry of the country. No one in England 
had the slichtest desire to criticise the domes 
tic policy of the United States. They had not 
the slightest title to make the smallest at- 
tempt to interfere in the working of the pro- 
hibition laws: their concern began and ended 
with the effect on British ships of what was 
being’ done in American territorial waters. 

CUSTOMS SEAL PLEDGE. 

The genera! view which prevailed was that, 
for reasons of international comity and con- 
venience, foreign countries were extremely re- 
luctant to interfere with anything purely 
domestic that took place on neutral ships im 
territorial waters. The action which the 
Supreme Court had declared to be perfectly 
legal was not in any way required for the 
purpose of making prohibition effective in 
America; that was the reason why British 
shipping was entitled to look to diplomacy and 
not to law for some help. . 

It was no use British ships having another 
test case in America in view of the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court, but the Go- 
vernment surely would not say that they 
could give British shipowners no help at all, 
that there was nothing that they could de, 
and that British ships must sabmit. The 
Customs seal on the ships’ liquor afforded the 
American Government a pledge that 
the liquor would not he touched while 
the chip was in American waters. 

It was quite conceivable that some repre- 
sentations made with the tact and courtesy 
of which the Foreign Secretary was capable 
would be received with the greatest respect. 
and he hoped that it would he possible for 
diplomacy to do what many responsible 
American citizens were anxious should be 
done. 

DELICATE INTERNATIONAL 
MATTER. 

The Marqnis Curgón said that 
very dificult and = delicate matier, raising 
zrave issues. both of. international law and 
of policy. It clearly ought to be dealt .with 
in language of extreme circumspection and 
calmness. They were not concerned with the 
domestic policy being pursued by the United 
States’ Government. What thev were con- 
cerned with treatment of 
ships in American territorial waters, ana it 
was a question which had to be resolved, rot 
so much by considerations of .law as by 
methods of tact and diplomacy. 

The Government had made representations 
to the United States Government. That 
Government was acting within :ts legal 
rizhts, bet there were other considerations 
of scarvely inferior validity and importance. 
International legal principles should not be 
pushed to extremes, but should be applied 
with moderation and good sense, and on 
many matters a practice had grown 
un of a State not exacting strict 
compliance with its own la w from 
a foreign ship in its territorial waters. 
This was international practice, rather than 
international law. That was the effect of the 
declaration that was made on one occasion 
by the United States to Spam. 

‘AMERICA’S STRICT INSISTENCE. 

There had been some misapprehension as to 
the effect of sealing the liquor. The British 
Customs seal was affixed as a matter of right 
in all cases where goods under bond subject 
to duty were exported from this country as 
part of a ship's stores. The only obligation 
was that the seal should not be broken in 
British territorial waters. An entry was made 
in the log of the time and position when the 
seal was broken. 

The seal had no sacrosanct character, and 
the Government had no right to object to the 
seals being broken by American officials. 
Foreign Customs seals were habitually broken 
in British territorial waters to check goods 
subject to duty in ships’ stores. The object 
of British vessels in taking liquor under 
the British Customs seal was not to have 4 
test case, but to see whether the American 
Government meant to proceed in violation of 
international practice, and refrain from avail- 
ing themselves of what was regarded as a 
loophole in the decision of the Supreme 
Court. i 

There was another consideration which. in 
fairness. they must remember. The real 
motive of the American Government in bring 
inc the matter to a head was, tin all 
probability. their desire to put pressure on

TRIALS OF CLERGY AND 


PROPLE; | 


‘In the course of his address at the annual 
Gynod of the Diocese of Ardfert and Aghadoe 
in the Kerry Protestant Hall, ‘J'ralee, yester- 
day, the Bishop of Limerick said. that since 
they met there twelve months ago their 
country, their Church, and their diocese had 
been sorely afflicted. They thanked God 
that the clouds to-day were not so heavy and 
threatening as they were during many months 
of 1922 and 1923. No longer, when they 
opened their daily papers, did they expect 
to read as a matter of course of brutal 
murders, outrages, and robberies. The con- 
ditions of normal life were being steadily 
restored. journey by rail or on the public 
road was no longer felt to be an sEusniama. 
They slept at night as a rule undisturbed 
by gunfire and explosions. They prayed that 
all their fellow-countrymen may ask from 
God—and if they ask they will receive a 
all things—the sanity, 
patriotism, and love of fair play which become 
rational men who profess the faith of Christ. 
When, by God's grace, Irishmen were given 
the right spirit, the prosperity of their 
country would be assured, not otherwise. 

He referred to the many changes, among 
the clergy during the past year. | Canon 
Wade and his wife bravely stood months of 
persecution, camping, rather than living, in 
a house stripped of its furniture. At 
last he decided, more for the sake 
of others than for himself, to get 
work elsewhere. They parted with him 
with regret, and wished him and his family 
God’s Peace wherever they dwell.

INTERIM GRANT.

FOR INTERMEDIATE 
TEACHERS. 


The rules for the distribution of the interim 
graut to Intermediate teachers in respect of 
the year 1922-1923 have been published in the 
Iris Otfiguil. 

After defining the expressions ‘‘ registered 
teacher.” ‘‘ eligible registered teacher,’’ 
and ‘‘recognised pupils,’ the 
official statement says :— : 

““The normal share of the grant of an eligible 
registered teacher who was employed in a 
school or schools for not Jess than thirty weeks 
during the school year 1922-23 shall be a sum 
of £30. and (if the teacher was definitively 
registered on or before December áist, 1922) 
a further sum of £2 for each complete year of 
teaching service up to July álst, 1922, regis- 
tered in accordance with the Additional 
Regulation for the Register of the Inter- 
mediate School Teachers in Ireland, dated the 
95th day of January, 1922. The total normal 
share of any one teacher shall not exceed £70. 

‘The normal share of the grant of an 
eligible registered teacher who was employed 
in a school or schools for less than thirty 
weeks but not less than thirteen weeks in the 
school year 1922-25 shall be one-thirtieth of 
the normal share of a teacher who was em- 
ploved in a school or schools for not less than 
thirty weeks during the said year determined

the teacher was so employed. 

“The normal share of the grant shall only 
be payable to eligible registered teachers in 
schools in which the number of eligible regis.’ 
tered teachers has not exceeded during the 
school vear 1922-23 the number determined

WATERFORD, Thursday. 

There was no change in the farm strike in 
County Waterford to-day. Inquiries at. the 
Offices of the Transport Union and the 
Farmers’ Union show that everything is quiet 
at the moment. The imposition of Curfew by 
the military is the main topic of conversation 
among the farmers and the labourers. While 
it is welcomed by the farmers it is in no way 
resented by the labourers, who claim that it 
is in no sense irksome to them. 

At the farmers’ conference at Dungarvan 
on Tuesday five days’ grace were allowed to 
enable Labour representatives to repudiate the 
principle of the abolition of proprietary rights, 
and to formulate proposals for reconciliation.

A HYDROPLANE. 


HOWTH TO KINGSTOWN IN 
11 MINUTES, 


42 MILES AN HOUR. 
Pesca its: Fry 


Yesterday an “rian dimes reporter travelled 
from Howth Harbour to Kingstown Harbour 
by sea in eleven minutes, The trip was mad 
in the Thornycroft hydroplane Onward iV., 
which claims to be one ot the fastest things 
that travel’ on the waters. 
|, The Unward 1V. crossed from Holyhead to 
Kingstown iast Saturday agaist a stiffish 
wind in two hours ten minutes. She 
ia the, development ot the contrivu- 
tion which the great firm of Thornycroft 
made to the winning of the war at sea. they 
were asked by the Admiralty to build a very 
fast small buat, capable of carrying torpede 
tubes and guns, and so shallow oí draugat 
that she could sail over mine fields and pass 
over booms. The first hydropiane+ was the 
result. The hydroplanes of tne Dover and 
the Harwich Commands held the Channel 
against the Germcn submarines and block- 
aded the, Belgian coast inside the line ef de- 
stroyers. 

ln appearance the Onward TY. is much hike 
an ordinary motor boat. She is low in the 
water, but very trim-looking. But with anchor 
in, and a few taps turned she is off at once 
at the rate of. 25 knots (about 530 miles) an 
hour. Her over-all length is 40 feet, her beam 
65 feet, and she ean go any place where she 
has 25 feet of water. She has a single pro- 
peller and a 12 cylinder 250 harse-power 
engine. 

The other name of, the .hydfoplane is the 
‘‘skimmer,’’ which conveys more to the hon-- 
nautical mind. When her engines are going 
full the boat lifts almost clean out of the 
water, and skims along on the surface at 35 
knots, (42 miles) an hour. The sensation is 
something like what one gets in an aeroplane. 
The bow is raised high out of the water, the 
faster the higher, and well down the beam. 
starboard and port, rises what hydroplaners 
call a ““wing” of spray. Astern there is 
piled up a miniature pyramid of surging 
water. 

¥esterday the Onward IV. proved a very 
comfortable boat for the passengers, neither 
pitching nor rocking, and she gets along so 
fast that the water she raises is too late to 
drop inboard. Even if it did the opening of a 
tap in the sheeting would release it at once. 

Of what use is this wonderful boat in these 
days when there is no war between the 
nations at sea? As fast as they can be 
turned out hydroplanes are being put into 
commission as patrol boats by virtually’ evety 
Gsoverhment’ in the world that has a seaboard 
to protect. Will speed and draught make 
them particularly useful for the detection of 
smuggling, where quick dispatch work by 
water is required ; they are unmatched except 
perhaps by the flying boat. From Limerick 
to Carrick-on-Shannon in a few hours would 
be quite an ordinary trip for the Onward IV. 

The Onward IV, was steered by Lieutenant 
Jack Thorneycroft, R.N. (retired). He is a 
son of Sir John Thornyeroft, managing direc- 
tor of the famous firm. Mr. Thornycroft came 
to Ireland for a short visit to his firm's Dublin 
agents, Messrs. Thomas Thomppson and Sons, 
Ltd., Lower, Abbey street.. He left for Eng- 
land last night, but will be back in another 
week to give further exhibitions of Onward 
IV., possibly ofice or twice up the Liffey to 
the Kingsbridge.

ITALIANS IN DUBLIN. 


VISIT OF FASCISTI 
CONTROLLER. 


‘An interesting Italian visitor, in the person 
of Professor Pellizzi, has been in Dublin for 
the past two days. He was on his first visit, 
and goes away with a high opinion of the 
capital and the possibilities of the country. 

Signor Pellizzi is the chief representative 
controller of the Fascisti movement 
among the Italian communities in Great 
Britain and Ireland. He holds the rank of 
Fascist General, and is a close personal 
friend of Signor Mussolini. He is a lecturer 
in London University, and, although only 27 
years of age, is generally regarded as an im- 
Ba link between the new thought of 

taly, since the war, and that, of Britain and 
of. Ireland. He is one of those young men 
whom the upheaval of 1914-18 has thrown out 
on top in every European country. 

On Wednesday he was the guest at 
luncheon of Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, 
Minister for External Affairs, and met several 
men who are prominent in the Government of 
the Irish Free State. 

Speaking to an /rish T'imes representative 

yesterday, Professor Pellizzi was quite en- 
thusiastic about his reception at the Govern- 
ment Buildings, and from it he augured a 
useful development of the already happy ie- 
lations between the new forces in Italian life 
and the new Ireland. He found, he said, 
in his few hours in Dublin, what he had been 
led to believe from his studies, that there is 
a marked similarity of tempe:ament and of 
mental outlook between the average Italian 
Fascist and the average Irishman. 
_ The reason of General Pellizzi’s visit was 
to see for himself as many as possible of the 
Italian community in Dublin. Of those 
there are more than half enrolled Fascisti, 
and to them he spoke on Wednesday evening 
of their standing as members of the great 
national organisation of their country. The 
movement, away from Italy, aims at the 
maintaining of national ideals and feelings, 
while, at the same time, inculcating the duty 
of exiled Italians to obey and respect the law- 
fully constituted authority of the country in 
which they reside. 


Like every visitor, the General noticed that 


soon toned 
the flag which is now known the world over 
as Italy's. 
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It was dangerous to let the thing drift 
without a real attempt by the two Govern- 
ments to settle it. If no settlement seemed 
likely to be effected. then the two Govern- 


ments ought to consider whether it would not 


be to the advantage of the peoples of both 
countries to publish the full correspondence 
between the two Governments on the whole 
aspect of the question, so that the two 
nations might be fully informed.

NEW REGULATIONS DRAFTED. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. 


After another conference between Treasury 
and prohibition officials to-day it was stated 
that no decision has yet been reached on the 
proposal to confiscate foreign liners bringing 
liquor under seal into American territorial] 
waters.

MURDER VERDICT AGAINST 
TWO MEN. | 


At the inquest yesterday on Thomas Love- 
lady, son of the postmistress of Scotland road 
Post Office, Liverpool, who was shot during a 
raid on the office on June 11, the jury found a 
verdict of wilful murder against John 
McAteer, an Irish-American, who is still at 
large, and also against James Phelan, who was 
committed for tria] at the Manchester Assizes 

Evidence was given that the two men 
entered the post office and threatened Miss 
Lovelady and another girl assistant with re- 
volvers. The girls screamed, and Thomas 
Lovelady, who wag partially blind, rushed 
into the office and was shot, it is alleged, by 
Mc Ateer. 

It was stated that Phelan left the office 
when the girls screamed and ran away. Dur- 
ing the pursuit he fired two or three shots, 
but was eventually knocked down = and 
arrested. McAteer got clear away. 

In a wriitea statement Phelan said that he 
fired with the intention of frightening the 
pursuing crowd, and not with the intention of 
injuring anybody. He left the office when the 
girl screamed, and while running heard a shot 
fired, and shortly afterwards McAteer passed 
him. He alleged that the revolvers were ob- | 
tained from well-known Communists in the 
cILY. 

The jury found that McAteer fired the fata] 
shot, and that Phelan aided and abetted him. 

Phelan was present during the inquest, but 
made no statement, and he was not repre- 
sented. ,

CHURCH NOTES. 


Speaking at the annual meeting of the Com- 
‘mittee of the Service Candidates’ Ordination 
Fund at the War Office, General Lord Horne, 
who presided, said that £65,000 was needed 
this year for the completion of the training of 
Service men for Holy Orders in the Church of 
England. Lord Horne specially asked for the 
support of the Committee in making an ap- 
peal to all parishes in the country to hold a 
Parade Service on Armistice Day and to give 
the collection taken at that Service,to the 
Fund. . Such collections received in the last 
three years amounted to no less a sum than 
£20,000. 

Interest in Church work in Spain and 
Portugal continues to spread. Bishop Ingham, 
speaking at the annual meeting of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Church Aid Society, held at 
Church House, Westminster, said that this 
was the fiftieth year of the existence of the 
Society, and they had been singularly modest 
about making such a fact public. In the 
annual report it was stated that in Spain it 
seemed probable that the unjust restrictions 
on the free worship and full citizenship of the 
Reformers would be removed during the early 
part of this year. The unsettled political con- 
ditions in Portugal had not interfered with 
the growth. of the Church.

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ROYAL SHOW. 
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RESTRICTED AREA OF CATTLE 
MOVEMENT ORDER. 


With regard to the statement that the 
Ministry of Agriculture has prohibited the 
transit of cattle, sheep, pigs, and goats from 
the East Riding of Yorkshire to the Royal 
Showyard at Newcastle-on-Tyne, in conse- 
quence of the outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease at Skeffling recently, it was learned 
yesterday that the embargo was a limited 
one. 

At the Ministry yesterday afternoon,: a 
representative: of the Press Association was 
officially informed that the movement. of 
those animals was, under the origiral order 
of the Ministry, prohibited from Skeffling 
and an area of fifteen miles around the 
affected place. 

The Neweastle City Council, in addition, 
had made a regulation prohibiting animals 
from the whole of the East Riding from 


entering the Newcastle boundaries; but this | 


has now been modified so as to exclude from 
the operation of the regulation animals from 
the East Riding which are entered for the 
Royal Show.

DIVORCE COURT. REPORTS. 


PURLIC PROSECUTOR’S OPINION. 

When the Select Committee on the Matri- 
monial Causes (Regulation of Reports) Bill 
met yesterday evening the Public Prosecutor, 
Sir Archibald Bodkin, explained the existing 
law with regard to the publication of indecent 
matter. 

He said that if the operation of the present 
bill were restricted to divorce cases and the 
like 1t would be unduly limited, because there 
were many cases under the Criminal Law in 
which indecent details could be published. 
For the public to have conjugal infidelity 
rammed down their throats when newspaper 
space could be so much better occupied did 
harm. What was objectionable was putting 
on a pedestal two or three people who had 
been making fools of themselves in their mar- 
ried lives, snapshotting them, describing their 
dresses, and almost making heroes of them. 
Perhaps he wasalittle old-fashioned, but he 
thought that a great deal more space was 
devoted to these matters than need be, and 
that there was immediate need for the present 
bill. 

Mr. Graham “Campbell. the Bow street 
magistrate, said that so far as the Police 
Courts were concerned there was no particular 
need for the bill.
